Superintendent Cartines 
Sets the Recards Straight 


'The following is a release 
isslued by Superlnten rent of 
Pasadena Schools, Ram o n 
Cprtines: 

■This statement is intended 
to clarify certain statements 
made In the Pasadena. Edu¬ 
cation Association (PEA) 
flyer which was iha.nd€Kl cpjt 
before the Board of Educa¬ 
tion mei'ting on Monday, No¬ 
vember 17 at Cleveland Ele- 
ment.arj'' School. 

PEA claims H'at the State 
cut the Pasadena Unified 
School District .state allot¬ 
ment by over one-half mil¬ 
lion di^llai-s because the 
school di.strict has not levied 
the legal limit of taxes. This 
sta.tement is incorredt. 

Addit ionai reven ue 
through AB 220 comes to 
school di.stricts on a formlula 
basis. It bears no relation¬ 
ship to wliether a school 
district is taxing to its maxi¬ 
mum or not. 

To the statement that Ear- 
bank (with less than half 
as many students) received 
s muah money as Pasadena 
and Glendale (with con¬ 
siderably fewer students) re¬ 
ceived more money than 
Pasadena., I can only say 
that we don’t know what 
Burbank and Gle.nda.le re¬ 
ceived from the State but in¬ 
formation provided by the 
County of Los Angeles last 
July indicated that Bairbank 
received nothing and Glen¬ 
dale aporoximately $500,000 
lunider AB 220. 

If the above statistics aiv? 
correct it Is because Bur¬ 
bank is a “basic aid” dis¬ 
trict, i.e., Burbank’s asse.ssed 
valuation is relatively high 
so that State support is 
lower than most districts, 
while Glendale’s is lower 
and State support is higher 
lhan most di.stricts. 

In other wc»rds additional 
revenues limder AB 220 arc 
related to bow much tax 
funds are generated locally 
in terms of as.sessed v-alua- 
tian but not in terms of the 
level of the tax rate. 

It is true that Pasadena 
received approximately 
$500,000 which went directly 
into the reserve fund. Our 
reserves are not exces-sively 
high and indeed tundor idea' 
circtumstarcos could be 
higher. 

In reply to the PEA state¬ 
ment that only 23 cents per 
child is lieing spent on lib¬ 


rary books, I want to make 
clear that money budgeted 
in 1975-76 for textbooks, in- 
.structional supplies and in¬ 
structional media materials 
and supplies equaled $1,- 
$92,152 or approximate 1 y 
$41.35 per stiudent. 

Fiirtlier, last year Pasa- 
die.na ranked second in com¬ 
parison to the 26 major 
school district in California 
in money expended for 
books, supplies and equip¬ 
ment.

A. — A stock being subject 
to dilution means that more 
shares of rommon stock are 
going to be issued. The ef¬ 
fect of more sh.ares out¬ 
standing is to lower the 
earnings per share since a 
given amo^int of earnings 
will tiion be spread over a 
larger number of shares. The 
additional shares may also 
■be issuecf in a wav that re¬ 
sults in a redaction in the 
book value per share. 

In the case of your stock 
12 per cent more common 
shares can be issued, redu¬ 
cing earnings per share by 
12 per cent.

Filinfj Deadline 
For Homeowners 

George R. Reilly, member. 
State Board of Fxjualization, 
reminded taxpayers today 
that December 7 is the filing 
deadline for the homeown¬ 
ers’ property tax exemption. 

At present, Reilly said, 
new owners of residential 
property are required to file 
for the exemption by April 
15. However, the law speci¬ 
fies that if a new home¬ 
owner, ockrupylng a dwell¬ 
ing as nl.s principal resi¬ 
dence on Ma.rch 1. misses 
the April 15 deadline, he 
may file by December 1 and 
receive 80 per cent of the 
homeowners’ property tax 
exemption. 

Also, Reilly said, a late 
filing caused by the a-sses- 
•sor's failure to mail the form 
may bo accepted lup to 
December 1 of the calendar 
year in which the claimant 
missed filing, _for the claim¬ 
ant to receive 100 per cent 
of his exemption. 

B.^' December 1, even if 
the home-owner has not re¬ 
ceived a claim form, he will 
have rec-.Mved his annual 
property tax bill or a copy, 
which .serves to notify him 
that he has not been al¬ 
lowed the homeowners’ ex 
emptien. If he is eligible, 
he .should file for it im- 
mt'diately. 

In the past, the responsi¬ 
bility for filing the exemp¬ 
tion claim on time has been 
entirely the homeowner’s. 
The revised law now pro¬ 
vides that certain errors 
made in the asses-sor’s of¬ 
fice or by the aiutomated 
data-processing center which 
prevent the forms from 
being mailed will absolve 
the taxpayer of tha.t respon¬ 
sibility.

Rental Inspection Law 

Recently we had occasion to have a long conversation 
with a local real estate man who owns considerable in¬ 
come proix?rty himself and sepcializes in property man¬ 
agement. He handles over one hundred income properties 
himself and we feel he could talk from both sides of the 
fence so to speak. 

We got talking about the legality of the Pasadena 
ordinance that requires an inspection of rental properly 
between tenants and the enforcement of the building and 
safety code before it can be rented. Looking at it from 
a firefighters point of view we felt it was a good law, 
one that would provide maximum protection for renteij 
of the subject property. We tliought perhaps he, as an 
owner and manager would oppose the law and say it 
was an unnecessary expense since there is a $15 inspec¬ 
tion fee attached for the inspection. 

We were pleasantly surprised when he took the 
opposite approach and said he thought it was a good law 
and one that would do a lot to upgrade rental proptuty. 
He admitted that it had affected some of his propt'rties 
that ho managed but that he was in he process of cxim- 
plying with the law on those properties and had been 
doing as much on the other properties he controls for 
years. He expressed hope that Sierra Madre would follow 
suit and adopt the same typo of regulations. 

Up until just rectmtly wo had always been of the 
opinion that a lot of the properties in the canyon were 
being rented for “peanuts" by people who were trying 
to save money but after talking to some of the renters 
while doing some "service call" work in tlie canyon we 
found that this is not necessarily the case. 

Many of these very small homes in the canyon arc 
being rented by absentee landlords at prices that would 
well warrant the expenditure of money to at least bring 
the property up to minimum code. Most of the renters 
are paying premium rent, when figured on a square foot 

t€»r tha* “t;***! vil*»l*«*** «>f Hvirtfjj Ir^ 

sptuTe” that they s(“ek. Rentals are ns high, if not higher, 
than some of the “better” aiMirtments In downtown Sierra 
Madre that are well kept and showing a profit for their 
owners. 

Recently some of the landlords of canyon properties 
have taken the initiative and have started making im 
provements in their proptnties and it its quite apparent 
that the rt*pulatlon for trafficking in drugs and etc. 
to a few years ago has started to reverse. S5ome of the 
landlords arc screening their tenants more carefully and 
maintaining tighter control over activities on the property. 
This can only benefit the area and perhaps in the not 
to distant future the area will again revert to the being 
what it w'as many years ago, a unique “n sort-type" spot 
for relaxed living and a neighborly attitude that is hard 
to duplicate in the bustling ‘outside’’ world. 

Perhaps it is time for our City Council to take a 
long, hard look at Pasadena’s ordinance controlling rental 
property and see if it would not help to bring not only 
tlie canyon area, but other areas as well, into .a more 
desirable condition. I’m sure our fire marshal has si>ont 
a lot of time listening to the pros and cons of Pasadena's 
ordinance and would have some goo<l recommendations 
to make it appioprlate for Sierra Madre. Perhaps it would 
mciin getting our building inspector back to full-time 
work to help enforce the ordinanc'c, but the fees gene¬ 
rated could more than likely make the program self-sus¬ 
taining without additional cost to the taxpayers. 

There is a big demand for Sierra Madre rentals and 
the vacancy factor here is minimal and while this sit¬ 
uation Lb gn'at for landlords, it could certainly' offer 
them {K'ace of mind to know tliat their property is 
being maintained in an orderly and law abiding manner. 
It would force only those that have a lack of pride in 
their property to spend any substantial amount of money 
to bring their property into compliance bt'cause those 
that “really care" have being doing it all along any¬ 
how witliout being forced to do so by law. 

Right now the law is undergoing a determination by 
the courts as to its Constitutionality and if it is deter 
mim’d to be constitutional it is at least worth a public 
hearing here in Sierra Madre. Renters paying good money 
for the “privilege" of living in an unsafe and dilapidated 
house deserve protection from unconscionable landlords.
